THE NEW METHOD OF DESTROY- 
ING SCALK BUGS. 


Report of Experiments by W. G 
Klee, State Inspector of Fruit 
Pests—The Cottony Cushion De- 
‘stroyed but the Black Scale Not 
Affected, 


It seems probable that orange-growing in 
Southern California, which has been so 
sorely threatened by the scale bug pest, 

“must rely on the gass treatment or some 
other process than spraying for deliverance, 
if it is to be delivered atall. Spraying, 
with whale oil soap, coal oil emulsions and 
other decoctious, whica has been more or 
less in vogue since the appearance of the 
bugs, has not exterminated them in‘a single 
instance, though it has undoubtedly proven 
a check to their progress. But in many 
cases where the wash was unskilfully 
mixed or applied, the trees have been in- 
jured. It was found that three sprayings

The new process of. covering the tree 
with a canvass tent andxthoroughly fumi- 
ang it with hydrocyfanic acid gas seems 

be meeting with favor, and while it in- 
volves considerable expense and trouble, its 

eater effectiveness amply repays the out- 

ay. The inventor of the process is also 

busy devising improvements by which it 
may be cheapened. ; 

D. Coquillett, agent of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in his 
report to the department says: 

“The apparatus patented: by John P. Cul- 
ver of Los Angeles, Cal., for applying the 
treatment, not only kills the bug, but ef- 

ectually destroys the egg and germ. 1 find 
this treatment more satisfactory and much 
superior to the different washes and sprays 
that are found to be injurious to the body of 
the tree.”’ 

Mr. Coquillett has letters from Dr. Wall 
of Tustin and others, indorsing the results 
of tests made by the Culver machine at Or- 
ange. They say it is easy to note the thrifty 
appearance of trees treated from those in an 
orchard not treated,

Capt. Barber of Covina, Mr. Bell of Fresno 
and ethers visited the orchard, and upon 
close investigation they failed to find any 
living bugs upon the trees that bad been 
treated, The little white cushion bag or 
nest that is found to carry the germ or egg 
and frequently puts out a crop of 800 to 1000 
oung bugs, was found to be in a somewhat 
aked. 2ondition, while the eggs, usually 
red, looked pale and were a lifeless mass. 
The sprays and different preparations of 
a liquid form nowin use are found in some 
instances to kill the bugs that can be made 
to drink the decoction or to be thoroughly 
drenched by it, but that form of treatment 
fails to permeate every nook and crevice, 


under the bark and leaves, between the 


forks and sprigs. 

Under fumigation treatment it is found 
necessary to confine the tree in the tent 
only 20 to 30 minutes, and, with a blower 
attached, the air in the tent is kept in circu- 
lation, Which prevents the heated gas from 
the foliage or fruit.

EXPERIMENTS. 

The following was written for the Rural 
Press, by W. G. Kiee, State Inspector of 
Fruit Pests, and appeared in that journal 
on the 25th of August last: 

For some time past it had been my de- 
sire to more fully test the use of hodro- 
cyanic gas on scale insects on a larger scale 
than heretofore, especially as improvement 
had lately been made, both in methods of 
applying the gas and in the tent proper. 

n April last I obtained the consent of 
the Horticultural Commission to have a 
tent constructed and tests made. For this 
purpose I visited Los Angeles and saw the 
operation of a Culver tent. Being im- 
pressed with its advantage for small and 
mediuin sized trees, 1 was very glad to ov- 
tain Mr. Culver’s permission to use his 

lans and specifications. Considerable de- 
ay in getting ready occurred, the principal 
trouble being the burning down of- part of 
the shop of Mr. Bolander, the contractor. 

In making the apparatus for generating 
the gas, the suggestion of F. W. Morse, of 
passing the gas through pumice-stone svak- 
ed with sulphuric acid. was allowed. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Coquillett’s 
method was to pass the gas through liquid 
sulpburic acid for the purpose, he thought, 
of extraction of moisture. Mr. Morse’s ex- 

riments, published in University Bulle- 
in No, 79 [Rural Press May 19, 1888}, 
seemed to prove conclusively that the in- 
jury to foliage was done by ammonia which, 
especialiy under the direct influence of 
sunshine, is being generated from the gas 
within the tent; hence the change in the 
drier being preferable four more than one 


reason. 


The tent proper consists of’ two even 
halves swung on heavy hinges fastened toa 
mast. The frame on which the cloth is 
fastened is made of 2x2-inch ash; the 

curved part of the frame or arch is made of 
1x2-inch pieces lapping and bolted together. 
It would obviously have been stronger if in 
one. piece. On the edge where the two 
frames meet to close the tent there is a strip 
of heavy felting tacked on. The tent-cloth 
is made of finely woven material, called 
drill, well oiled with linseed oil, and it is 
tacked on the edge of the frame. 

The mast, which supports the tent on 
heavy iron hinges, is made of 4x4 pine. It 
has on top iron rods which are held in 
hooks. Thumb-screws in the middle of the 
rods allow these to be worked up and down 
80 as to regulate the position of the frames. 
When a tree isto be treated, the frame is 
drawn closely up to the tree, the mast on 
the line with the center of the tree, and the 
wingsare closed. ‘The parts are kept tight 
together by means of a rope passing through 
Screw-eyes placed alternately on both 
frames, thus lacing them together after the 
manner of a shoe. When being drawn 
from tree to tree the wings of the tent are 
swung back, the lower end of the frame 
resting on a scantling projecting from the 
frame and fastened by means oi a bolt 
working in a slot, the frame being besides 
braced by ropes, one on each side. In windy 
weather some difficulty is experienced in 
handling this, as all other tents. 

The tent-cloth falls tothe ground and laps 
sufficiently to cover both, and when the two 
frames meet, soil is thrown upon the cloth 
at the bottom to make it tight. The height 
of this tent is 12 feet, and 12 feet in di- 
ameter—much higher 1 sheuld not recom- 
mend it made. 

THE GENERATOR, 

This consists of various pipes and east- 
ings, and was made by George Cummings & 
Co., and prinvipally devised by Mr. Morse. 
It consists first of a vessel (an earthenware 

jar) which is held firmly by means of an

THE TESTS. 

_ The tests were made during June apd 
July of 1888, near San Mateo, on orange 


trees varying from eight to twelve feet, at} 
the grounds of Henry Barroiblet, Esq., who 


kindly furnished me assistance in trans- 
porting the niachinery and putting it Up, as 
well as in operating the appasatus. Owing | 
to the trees being very near together, it was 
impossible to use horse-power in moving 
the tent, and this made our progress ver) 
slow and tedious, Strong winds also at 
times seriously interfered, tenaing to make 
the tent leak. The tests were made during 
all kinds of weather, from 60° to 80° Fabir. 
in the shade, ard during calm «as well as 
windy weather, and when the drier was 
well charged with sulphuric acid no harm 
was done to the trees,and even young 
fruit, during a confinement of 40 minutes at 
the noon hour, being unaffected. On the 
other hand, when for the iack of sulphuric 
acid the drier is not sufficiently charged, 
serious harm resulted, the foliage and the 
leaves falling off in the course of a couple 
of days. This was especially the case when 


the operation was done during the middie | 


of the day, but bad effects also resulted 
when it was done in the evening as late as 
7% o’clock,. at a temperature of 60° Fahr. 
When by the addition of soda to the cyan- 
ide (the method first used by Mr. Morse) 
carbonic acid was generated, protection of 
the foliage’ was the result, but no better 
than when the drier was well charged. 
EFFECTS ON THE INSECTS. 

The effect on the fluted scale (Icerya), 
which were present in immense quantities, 
was nearly the same when the trees were 
confined 25 minutes as when for 45 min- 
utes, namely, only full-grown and small in- 
sects, andfrom 50 to 75 per cent. of eggs 
were killed. That the prevailing winds 
may have hada good deal to do with my 
failure to do better at such atime. is possi- 
ble, but l am satisfied from general results 
that for the extermination “6f Jcerya ona 
large scalein the orchard it will be nec- 
essary to give two treatments. In accord- 
ance with this fact I should recommend 
that two treatments be given at intervals of 
four weeks, which will give an opportunity 
for remaining eggs tobe hatched. As re- 
gards the effect on the Dilack scale 
(L. Ole), I failed to kill any mature scale. 
jn this respect my results also differ some- 
what from those of Mr. Craw and Mr, 
Coquillett. . 

COST OF TREATMENT. _ 

Placing cyanide at 50 cents a pound and 
acid 8 cents, we have the solution of cyanide 
at a cost of 1 cent per ounce, including work 
of disselving 1t: Acid per‘ounce, 9-16 cents, 
making it for a 12-foot high tree for one 
treatment.as follows: Cyanide, 20 ounces, 
20 cents; acid, 12 ounces, say 9 cents; total, 
29 cents, 


Several well known and e 


Un tolerably level ground two men and 
one horse can handle the tent and treat two 
trees per hour, allowing 25 minutes per dose | 
to actand five minutes for moving and get- 
ting ready. We have then for operating: | 
One horse per day, 50 cents; one man per 
day, €2; one helper per day, $1.50; total, $4, 
or an expense of 20 cents per tree. If two 
tents are used they can pe worked with the 
same force of men, making the expense but 
half, or 10 cents apiece when 40 trees are 
treated per day once, For two treatments 
we have again 20 cents, and to this add cost 
of material, which for a 12-foot high tree 
was 58 cents for two treatments, we have a 
total cost of 78 cents. 

Besides this there must still be added the 
rice of and iabor of argent bands on the 
runks to prevent the young bugs from 

crawling up. For this purpose sheepskins 
have been found the best. They are cut in 
strips four inches wide and placed the 
woolly side in, the smooth side turned out 
and smeared with a sticky mixture of mo- 
lasses and printer’s ink. . 1t must, however, 
be remembered that bands must necessarily 
be placed on all trees whether treated with 
gas or sprayed, and therefore the expense 
must not be counted as incidental to. gas 
treatments.

Of 
course its properties must always be re- 
membered, but although werking when the 
wind often would blow the gas on me be- 
fore the apparatus was perfectly tight, it 
seemed to leave no after-effects.

CATARRH. 


The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis- 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevailsto an alarming extent and is produc- 
tive of very serious consequences.

The Chinese Restriction Bill Goes 
Over Without a Vote. 


How the President Manaced to’ Get His Big 
Figures on the Surplus—The Irrigation

Washington News.

WasninoTon (D.C.), Sept. 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.} In the Senate, the res- 
olution for printing additional copies of the 
report of the Pacitic Railroed!Commission, 
offered by Mr. Turpié; gave rise to a discus-_ 
sion as to the number already printed. 

Senators McCullom and McPherson re- 
ferred to the: impression that there was a 
desire to suppress the circulation of that 
report. 

Mr. Gorman, member of ‘the Committee 
on Printing, declared that“ there was no. 
ground for such. impression, as the usual 
number (1900) had been printed and de- 
livered to the Senators. An additional 
number of £90, proposed by Turpie, was in- 
creased to 5000, and the resolution was then 
referred t» the Committee on Printing.

ing $276,619 to be paid to the Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington as full indemnity for 
all losses and injuries sustained by Chinese 
subjects who have been “in remote, un- 
settled regions of the Udited St»tes victims 
of injuries in their persens and property at 
the hands of lawless men,” and proceeded 
to address the Senate in explanation and 
advocacy of it, and on the subject of the 
pending bill for absolute prohibition of 
hinese immigration. 
Mr. Morgan said that he had reached the 
conclusion that the will of the American 
people as to the total exclusion of Chinese 
laborers was an irrevocable decree, and 
that that exclusion must be effected through 
the operation of. a law, not through that of 
a treaty. A question that was put to Mr. 
Morgan by Mr. Mitchell was treated by the 
former as an attempt to draw him into a po- 
litical disoussion, and he said he had no ob- 
jection. “Il believe,’ said he, “that after 
you nominated Harrison for the Presi- 
dency the Chinese Government, with 
knowledge of his record, believed that by 
delaying the question until after the No- 
vember election it might get an adminis- 
tration that would be favorable to Chinese 
immigration.”’ 
_ “t do not believe,” Mr. Mitchell replied, 
“that there is a single, solitary mind in the 
United States of America that honestly be- 
leves any thing.” 

“The Senator,” said Mr. Morgan, “is very 
flippant in the use of that word ‘honestly.’ 
I have just stated that 1 believed it, and 
does the Senator undertake tosay that I 
do not believe it?”

A Grand Army Train Wrecked— 
Many Excdr<ioni«<ts Wounded. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 10. — Train No. 5, 
westb%und on the New York, Pennsylvania

HAZARD’S SCRALEGY. 


The East Los Angeles Hydrant Again 
Knocked Out of Fix. : 
The fight over the East Los Angeles 
sprinkling hydrant took another turn yes- 
terday, by which Henry Hazard again got a 
very decided advantage. Ever since the 
hydrant was last fixed in position it has 
been guarded by a policeman, who had in- 
structions not to allow any one to tamper 
with it.

uilding up our county. At San Jaun. 
bvy-the-Sea, only three miles from this 
point, the Pacific Land Improvement 
Company contemplate erecting a large 
hotel. Certainly no more beautiful 
spot can be found on our entire coast, 
than that laid out’ and reserved for 
hotel purposes by the above «famed 
company. It is on a‘high bluff against 
which the waves of the grand old Pa- 
dife are continually dashing. The 
view of ocean, mountain and valley z 
sublime indeed, equal if not superior to 
anything on this coast. Surely an in- 
vestment of this kind would prove a 
good one. The valley around Capis- 
trauo is one of the very best of the 
small valleys in the southern part of 
the State. It seems to be especially 
) adapted to the growth of English wall- 
nuts. and they are areey cultivated 
by the good people who have settled 
here. There are many old orchards 
that have been bearing walnuts and 
paying big revenue to their owners. for 
years. 

Many young orchards have been put 
out within the past two years, contain- 
ing several thousand trees, and wher 
they come into bearing will add ma- 
terially to the wealth of the valley. 
Oranges, lemons and indeed all other 
kinds of fruit do well here, and as I 
write I look out upon an orchaid with 
fig, peach and pear trees ~ literally 
breaking down with their loads of fruit.
